HORROR I'ICTlIIiKS 
flaving been comlsteiiHy on the .side 
those who want tlie whole story 6t lUia ^ 
told to tlie public, as last and us iiccunUoly 
ns national security permits, we feci Tree to 
express disgust of the horror picture.^ of 
American wouiidcd which are being released 
from time to time. ~ 

These have resulted from insistence ot the 
olllco of war Information, inspired by thlfd 
war loan publicists who feci that the plcturl- 
znllon of American gore will make the public 
more realistic Iji Its-reaction to the war, and 
thus will seil more bonds. 

With this We disagree heartily, \Vc feel, ns 
wo have said frequently, that the news ot the 
war should not be sugar-coated. When Amer- 
icans land In north' Africa, or on Sicily, or at 
Salerno, ships are blasted, men arc klUetl 
and wounded, materiel Is destroyed. This the 
public should be told with nil pertinent and 
Illuminating dctull, . 

A landing barge Buffers a dlrcet hit. Many 
. American Eoldlsrs.arc killed outright, more 
arc injured. Tlio German.s knpw It. Tlie 
Americans should, be told, so thai they will 
realize that thlsja no FourLU of July picnic, 
no fox hunt wlth'the Anierlcam rldlnt; glori- 
ously Into the fray and the Gorman.s doing 
all the running and dying. 

But Is It necessnry or doalmble to picture 
the broken bodies of the men who died on 
that barge? Isn't it enough to note that 12- 
or 20 or 250 or 5,000 or "very heavy" casual- 
ties were suffered In the operation, without 
harrowing the feelings of those whose boys 
were participants In the battle? 

This Isn't a matter of propaganda so much 
as one of good taste and common decency. 

Anybody who handles news pictures knowa 
the Intensive Imagination of newspaper 
readers. Every mother, wile, adult daughter, 
sweetheart, watches the pictures In hope that 
her darllng,w!ll appear. She sees the mangled 
body of a lad about five feet eight Inches, 
welghlnB around 150 pounds, with an In^, 
dlstingulsliable face that might bo that oif 
her boy. 

What docs she do? She calls the editor 
and asks if the name of the victim Isn't Jim 
White, He doesn't know. Well, can she see the 
original, which might be mori; distinct? It 
Isn't. By that tlraO she is persuaded that the 
battered remains are those of. her JImrfrom 
whom she hasn't heard for- weeks, . 

If Jim is reported dead, she never will be 
convinced that ho wasn't mangled. If ho 
proves to be alive, she has suffered cxcruclat- 
-Ingly and unnecessarily. And she, probably. Is 
only one of dozens who have been vlctlmlEcd 
by a single picture, 

By all means, let's have truth and real- 
ism In war newa and pictures. Let's realize 
that this Is mighty sirlous business that de- 
serves everything we can give it. But not 
thjit way—not with gruesome pictures. With 
Testralnt, and^good tastcT" 



MANPOWER WASTE 

The war manpower commission concedes 
that the nation's labor force could be used 
with 25 per cent more efficiency. This will 
surprise few. We' know we aren't getting 
anything like maximum results. But wo do 
not know, and the WMC hasn't told us, how 
we can eliminate the waste, 

"Obviously part of It comes from gcograplil- 
cnl. liialadmlnlstratlon of manpower in re- 
lationship to work. Except In a dictatorship. 
If there.' workers can't bo shifted like pawns 
to match up with Jobs. 

But that doesn't account for the 25 per 
cent lo,s3 that Is csllmatcd. Whence docs the 
loss 'cbme? What can be done abo^t It? What 
Is being done about It? Arc we to know be- 
fore the war Is ended? . " 



HIGHER JUSTICE • 
Probate Judge lelgh of Mobile, Ala,, has 
ruled that after a court has rendered final 
Judgment anybody— Including a newspaper 
editor— has the right, to criticize that Judg- 
ment, so long as he observes the normal pre- 
cautions against slander or libel. 

This overrules the contempt conviction Im- 
posed upon PitblUher Ralph B, Chandler 
■by Judge Touart. who waa hurt by editorial 
criticism in Mr, Cliandler's Mobile Press and 
Heglster. 

Thus in Alabama, as elsewhere, precedent 
piles on precedent upholdhig tho right, and 
the duty, of an alert press to protect the pub- 
lic' Interest In connection with the adminis- 
tration of Justice, OS in other fields.
